usually betrays to the banter the 
whereabouts of hia prey The birds 
| in feeding their young give vent to a 
series of contented cluck* and chuck¬ 
les, which ia answered by the young 
ones, aud which ia the only sign tu*i 
indicate* to tbe parrot huuter where 
tbu uoat ia hidden. 

No white man, familiar with the 
daoger. will him-wlf nuderlake to 
climb th* tree and capture the yonng 
birds That work ia reversed fur tha 
peouH who accompany him.
